Except  in  the  department  of  Honor  Mathematics,  a  candi- 
date must  obtain  67  per  cent,  of  the  total  marks  in  any  course, 
in  order  to  receive  First  Class  Standing,  50  per  cent,  for  Second 
Class,  and  to  obtain  Third  Class  Standing  he  must  obtain  40 
per  cent. 

For  the  marks  required  for  classification  in  Mathematics 
students  will  consult  that  department. 

Third  Class  Standing  only  will  be  given  to  candidates 
obtaining  above  40  per  cent,  in  the  first  parts  of  both  Divi- 
sions of  any  of  these  courses.

There  shall  be  sixteen  papers  set  in  this  examination,  cor- 
responding to  the  numbers  given  above,  of  which  the  student 
shall  take  eleven,  for  each  of  which  three  hours  shall  be  as- 
signed. 
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This  Entrance  Examination  shall  be  held  twice  a  year, 
viz:  in  the  end  of  September,  and  at  tbe  time  of  the  regular 
examinations  in  May. 

In  place  of  the  above  Entrance  Examination,  the  Univer- 
sity has  agreed  to  accept  the  Matriculation  of  the  Colleges  "I' 
Physicians  ami  Surgeons  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Ontario;  the  Medical  Students'  Registration  Certificate  of 
the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland:  the  non- 
professional second-class  Teachers'  Certificates  of  Manitoba, 
Ontario,  and  of  the  Northwest  Territory;  also  the  Ontario 
Bigh  School  Intermediate  and  Junior  Leaving  Examinations, 
except  that  the  Latin  and  the  Compulsory  Natural  Science  of 
the  Em  ranee  Examination  of  this  University  must  be  taken 
by  those  who  have  not  taken  these  subjects  in  the  said  High 
School  or  Teachers'  Examination. 

Holders  of  certificates  of  educational  value  from  other  In- 
stitutions than  those  mentioned  will  receive  such  standing  as 
the  Council  of  the  University  may  see  tit  to  grant. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  any  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  is  admitted  to  the  Study  of  Medicine  without 
further  examination. 

After  undergoing  the  Entrance  Examination,  the  candidate 
shall  pass  three  examinations  before  taking  his  degree,  viz  : 
Primary,  Intermediate  and  Pinal.

Prior  to  a  student  presenting  himself  for  his  final  Exam- 
ination for  M.  D.  he  must  lodge  with  the  Registrar  document- 
ary evidence  that  he  is  of  the  full  age  of  21  years,  and  also 
tickets  sufficiently  certified  from  some  approved  School,  for 
two  full  courses  of  100  lectures  each  (except  as  hereinafter 
limited),  in  the  following  subjects  :

He  shall  also  furnish  documentary  evidence  of  attendance 
for  eighteen  months,  at  some  incorporated  General  Hospital, 
and  also  "1'  six  months'  practice  of  a  Lying-in  Hospital  or  of 
having  had  equivalent  obstetrical  advantages,  with  a  certifi- 
cate of  attendance  upon  at  least  six  cases  of  labor;  and  in 
addition  of  having  had  three  months'  practice  compounding 
medicine  in  a  diug  store  or  laboratory  of  a  Hospital,  or  of 
having  attended  twenty  lectures  in  practical  pharmacy  at 
some  Medical  College  or  School  recognized  by  the  University 
of  Manitoba. 

The  tickets  (except  the  General  Hospital  ticket)  for  Final 
Examination  must  be  all  for  attendance  subsequent  to  the 
dad.  when  the  candidate  presenting  them,  should  have  gone 
up  fur  his  Primary  Examination,  viz:  after  the  termination 
of  his  second  winter  session  of  six  months  at  College,  and 
must  extend  over  two  full  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each. 

In  case  of  any  student  from  another  University  taking  ad 
eundem  statwm  in  this  University,  it  shall  be  at  the  option  of 
the  Board  of  Studies  to  admit  such  student,  even  although 
the  dates  of  his  tickets  may  conflict  with  the  foregoing  regu- 
lations, but  no  student  from  another  University  can  be  ad- 
mitted to  tin'  final  Examination  unless  he  has  attended  one 
full  six  months'  winter  session,  taking  out  all  the  final  tickets 
of  a  Medical  School  in  this  Province  affiliated  with  this 
I  'ni\ ersity. 

When  a  student  is  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  any  recognized 
I  uiversity  in  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  he  may  complete  his 
Medical  course  in  three  winter  sessions  of  six  months  each; 
he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  produce  tickets  for  more  than

Practical  Chemistry. 

B37  sufficiently7  certified  tickets  referred  to  in  this  Statute 
it  is  implied  that  each  ticket  shall  have  entered  upon  it  the 
number  of  lectures  delivered  on  the  subject  and  the  exact 
number  of  lectures  attended  by  each  student,  and  that  each 
ticket  shall  be  signed  by  the  professor,  and  further  that  actual 
attendance  on  three-fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  lectures 
delivered  on  the  subject  has  been  given.  Such  tickets  must 
be  lodged  with  the  Registrar,  by  the  candidate,  at  least  five 
days  before  the  beginning  of  the  examination  for  which  he 
intends  presenting  himself. 

Each  lecture  shall  be  of  one  hour's  duration,  and  as  far  as 
practicable  not  more  than  one  lecture  shall  be  delivered  on 
each  separate  day  upon  each  subject. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  license  to  practice  Medicine 
their  applications  shall  be  referred  to  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  for  Manitoba,  and  on  that  body  giving  a  satis- 
factory certificate  as  to  the  education  and  practical  training  of 
such  candidates,  they  shall  be  admitted  to  the  regular  exam- 
inations for  this  course.  In  the  case  of  candidates  who  desire 
to  practice  the  Homoeopathic  system,  special  Examiners  shall 
be  appointed  in  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

The  Examinations  shall  be  conducted  both  by  viva  voce 
and  written  examinations,  and  the  maximum  of  the  viva  voce 
examinations  shall  be  estimated  as  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
written. 

There  shall  be  one  paper  for  pass  and  one  for  honors,  in 
each  subject,  and  the  total  value  of  each  paper  shall  be  one 
hundred  marks.  Forty  per  cent,  of  the  combined  marks  of 
the  pass  paper  ami  oral  examination  in  each  subject  shall  be 
required  to  satisfy  the  Examiners. 
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The  examination  on  Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Medicine, 
Botany,  Materia  Medica  and  Pathology,  shall  be  conducted  as 
Car  as  possible  by  demonstrations  of  objects  placed  before  the 
candidates  The  Examiners  iii  Medicine  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Council  on  the  nomination  of  the  Board  of  Studies.

Its  License  to  Practice  is  granted  upon  the  certificate  of 
Manitoba  University  that  the  holder  is  a  graduate  of  said 
University  by  examination,  or  that  the  party  applying  is  a 
licentiate  of  a  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  or  of  any 
other  incorporated  body  of  Medical  men  exercising  similar 
powers,  in  a  Province  of  the  Dominion  where  reciprocal  rights 
are  granted  to  the  graduates  of  Manitoba  University  by 
examination. 

By  the   Medical   Act    of  1886  all   the  examining  powers 
which  previously   belonged  to  the   College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  were  vested  in   Manitoba  University,    and  in  lieu 
thereof  seven  members  chosen  from  the  Council  of  the  Col 
lege  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  members  of  the  Univer 
sity  Council.

CONVOCATION. 


Convocation  consists  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor,  the  Members  of  the  Council,  all  Graduates  in  Manitoba 
registered   in    1877     all   Graduates   of  the    University    and 
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Graduates  in   Theology  from  any  of  the   Colleges   affiliated 
with  the  University. 


MATRICULATION. 


A  student  shall  be  entitled  to  matriculate  who  has  passed 
the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any  Faculty,  or 
who  produces  a  certificate  from  the  Acting  Head  of  one  of  the 
affiliated  colleges  that  he  has  been  admitted  in  that  college  as 
a  student,  for  the  University,  or  has  received  in  the  Univer- 
sity a  standing  equivalent  to  that  given  by  the  Preliminary 
or  Entrance  Examination,  or  any  higher  than  these.  Only 
matriculated  students  will  be  admitted  to  any  examination 
higher  than  the  Preliminary  or  Entrance  Examination  in  any 
Faculty. 

Members  of  any  other  University  in  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  who  may  apply  for  admission  to  this  University 
are  not  required  to  take  the  Entrance  Examination  of  the 
Faculty  to  which  they  belong,  but  may  be  admitted  ad  eun- 
dem  statum  and  ad  eundem  yradum,  on  presentation  of  their 
credentials  and  payment  of  the  required  fee. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The  Annual  University  Examinations  in  Medicine  begin 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April ;  in  all  other  Departments,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  May,  notification  of  which  will  be 
given  by  the  Registrar. 

Candidates  for  any  Examination  must,  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  date  of  the  Examination,  make  suitable  appli- 
cation to  the  Registrar,  from  whom  blank  forms  of  applica- 
tion may  be  obtained.  The  required  fee  must  accompany  the 
application. 

Supplemental  Examinations  will  be  allowed  to  those 
students  who  fail  in  not  more  than  three  subjects,  providing 
their  average  on  the  whole  Examination  is  such  as  will  admit 
of  their  being  granted  Third  Class  standing,  viz  : 

(a)  For  Medical  Entrance,  34  per  cent. ; 

(b)  For  Preliminary,  40  per  cent.; 
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(e)  For  Previous,  -34  per  cent. 

Students  who  fail  in  more  than  three  subjects,  or  who  do 
not  obtain  at  least  Third  I  'lass  standing  in  the  total  marks  of 
any  University  Examination,  shall  be  required  to  again  take 
the  full  work  of  the  year  at  the  regular  examination. 

Supplemental  Examinations  are  held  during  the  last  week 
of  September  in  each  year. 

No  student  shall  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  the  Second 
and  Final  Examination,  in  any  course  until  he  shall  have 
passed  in  every  subject  of  the  Previous  Examination. 

Every  non-collegiate  Candidate  at  any  Examination  shall, 
by  Certificate  from  some  Clergyman  or  other  trustworthy 
person,  satisfy  the  Examiners  of  his  moral  conduct. 


MARKS  ALLOWED. 

For  classification,  granting  of  scholarships,  etc.,  the  follow- 
ing is  the  schedule  of  Marks  for  the  different  Examinations:

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A  candidate  to  pass  in  any  subject  must  have  33  per  cent, 
of  the  ordinary  marks  in  that  subject,  and  to  pass  the  whole 
examination  and  be  placed  in  III.  class  he  must  have  have  40 
per  cent,  on  the  aggregate  of  the  ordinary  marks.  If  he  fail 
to  obtain  34  per  cent,  he  shall  have  to  take  the  whole  Exami- 
nation again. 

To  obtain  II.  class  he  must  have  50  per  cent,  on  the  aggre- 
gate marks  of  both  the  ordinary  and  scholarship  questions.

II.— MEDICAL    ENTRANCE. 

In  this  Examination  the  marks  allowed  will  be  as  for  the 
Preliminary,  the  only  difference  being  that  25  per  cent,  only 
is  required  for  a  pass  in  each  subject  and  to  pass  the  whole 
Examination  34  per  cent,  on  the  aggregate  of  the  marks. 

III. — PREVIOUS   EXAMINATION. 

The  classical  papers  shall  have  480  marks  or  80  for  each 
of  six  papers.

The  mathematical  papers  shall  have  300  marks  or  150  for 
each  of  two  papers. 

The  modern  languages,  history  and  literature  papers  shall 
have  400  marks  or  100  for  each  of  four  papers. 

The  natural  science  papers  shall  have  80  marks  for  one 
paper. 

Additional  questions  of  greater  difficulty  for  determining 
the  scholarships  shall  be  set  and  receive  in  each  paper  34  per 
cent,  additional  marks. 

A  candidate  to  pass  in  any  subject  must  have  25  per  cent, 
of  the  ordinary  marks  in  that  subject,  and  to  pass  the  whole 
examination  and  be  placed  in  the  III.  class  he  must  have  34 
per  cent,  on  the  aggregate  of  the  ordinary  marks.  If  he  fail 
to  obtain  34  per  cent,  he  shall  have  to  take  the  whole  exami- 
nation afrain. 
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To  obtain  II.  class  hf  must  have  ."><)  per  cent,  on  the  aggre- 
gate of  both  the  ordinary  and  the  scholarship  questions. 

To  obtain  I.  class  he  must  have  67  per  cent,  on  the  aggre- 
gate of  both  the  ordinary  and  the  scholarship  questions 


In  the  Department  of  Mathematics  the  classification  will 
be  entirely  upon  the  ordinary  questions. 

In  all  the  Examinations  Latin  and  Greek  are  to   be  con- 
sidered separate  subjects. 


PRIZES. 

Prizes  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars  each  are  granted  on  the 
results  of  the  May    Examinations  in    Modern    Languages  in 

Classics  and  in  Mathematics  of  the  Preliminary  Examination, 
to  students  of  any  school  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  or  the 
Northwest  Territories. 

Any  candidate  for  these  prizes  must  send  in  to  the  Regis- 
trar a  certificate  of  his  having  been  at  a  public  or  private 
school  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba  or  the  Northwest  Terri- 
tories for  the  greater  part  of  the  preceding  school  year. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 

[.—IN    ARTS. 


1.  Two  scholarships  of  the  value  of  $100  each  and  two  of 
$60  each  are  "pen  t<>  competition  to  students  entering  the 

I  'niveiMty. 

These  shall  be  awarded  on  the  results  of  the  Classical, 
Mathematical,  and  Botany  papers  of  this  Examination;  the 
Classical  papers  having,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  questions, 
bo  be  turned  in  Latin  Prose  and  more  difficult  ques- 
tions; and  the  Mathematical  papers  shall  also  have  more 
difficult  quest  ions  added. 

s<>n..     Owing  to  recent  changes  in  the  requirement    foi   the  Pn 
liiuin.irv  Examination,  the  above  Regulation  will  have  to  be  materially 
changed,  due  notice  ol  which  will  be  given  u>  those  interested. 
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2.  In  the  Previous  year  there  will  be  open  to  competition: 

(a)  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  $80  to  be  awarded  by 
the  papers  in  Modern  Languages  taken  by  English  students. 

(b)  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  $80  to  be  awarded  by 
the  papers  in  Modern  Languages  taken  by  French  students. 

( c)  Three  scholarships  of  the  value  of  $100  each  and  three 
of  $60  each  to  be  determined  by  the  combined  Classical, 
Mathematical  and  Chemistry  papers. 

3.  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  $100  and  one  of  $60 
for  students  at  the  Junior  B.  A.  Examination  in  each  of  the 
following  courses :  General  B.  A.,  Classics,  Mathematics, 
Modern  Languages,  Natural  Science,  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy  (Eng.  Course),  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy 
(Latin  Course.) 

4.  The  same  number  of  scholarships  as  enumerated  in  Sec- 
tion 3,  and  of  the  same  value,  will  be  similarly  awarded  for 
students  at  the  Senior  B.A.  Examination. 

II. — IN   MEDICINE. 

1.  At  the  Primary  Examination  there  will  be  awarded  one 
scholarship  of  the  value  of  $100  and  one  of  $60. 

2.  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  $60  and  one  of  $40  at 
the  Intermediate  Examination. 

3.  One  of  the  value  of  $100  and  one  of  $60  at  the  Final 
Examination. 

III. — IN   LAW. 

1.  One  scholarship  of  the  value  of  $100  and  one  of  $60 
at  the  Second  year. 

2.  One  of  $100  and  one  of  $60  at  the  Final  year. 


If  the  funds  do  not  at  any  time  allow  of  the  scholarships 
being  of  their  full  value,  as  stated  above,  the  University  re- 
serves to  itself  the  right  of  making  them  proportionally  of 
such  value  as  the  funds  will  allow. 
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To  be  eligible  for  a  Scholarship  or  prize,  a  Student  must 
have  obtained  First-Class  standing  in  the  aggregate  of  the 
subjects  for  which  the  scholarship  or  prize  is  given  He  must 
also  have  passed  in  all  the  other  subjects  of  his  year. 

No  Student  shall  hold  more  than  one  Scholarship.  If  a 
Student  succeeds  in  gaining  more  than  one  Scholarship  in 
any  year,  he  will  he  allowed  to  chose  which  one  he  will  take, 
and  his  name  will  he  entered  upon  the  list  as  having  gained 
the  other,  though  not  entitled  to  any  of  the  funds  ;  these 
shall  be  granted  to  the  one  ranking  next  to  him. 

The  several  Scholarships  shall  be  paid  by  the  Bursar  in 
moieties  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  December  and  May.

also  have  taken  First-Class  standing  in  the  full  work  of  the 

year. 

B. — UNrvEHsrrv  kedal& 

I.  A  Silver  Medal  shall  be  awarded  annually  to  the 
Student  obtaining  the  highest  First-Class  standing  in  any 
Course  at  the  Pinal  Examination  for  B.A. 
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2.  A  Bronze  Medal  shall  also  be  awarded  annually  to 
the  Student  standing  second  in  order  of  merit  at  the  Final 
Examination  for  B.  A.,  provided  his  standing  also  be  First- 
Class.

No  Student  shall  present  himself  at  any  University 
Examination,  or  at  any  meeting  of  the  University  unless  he 
be  clothed  in  the  Academic  dress  peculiar  to  his  College. 


DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  ARTS. 

Candidates  for  this  Degree  must  be  Bachelors  of  Arts  of, 
at  least,  three  years'  standing.  Their  attainments  and  moral 
character  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  University  Council.
